In part I of the said rules -- 
1. In rule 44 the following shall be added , 

1. Unless otherwise ordered by Government, a compensatory allowance 
shall ordinarily ,be drawn only by a Government servant actually on duty, but 
the authority competent to sanction leave may in writing permit it to be 
drawn by the oficer on earned leave , if the whole or a considerable part of 
the expense to meet which the allowance was granted continues to be 
incurred by bim during the leave; 

Provided the Government servant certifies that, he continued for the 
period for which the allowance is claimed , to incur the whole or a consider 
able part of the expense for which the allowance was granted ; 

Provided further that the officer is due to return after leave to the same 
post or station , as the case may be from which he proceeded on leave or to a 
similar post or station for which the allowance at the same or a higher rate 
is admissible ; 

Provided furtherwhen the Government servant on return from leave is 
posted to a post other than the one from which he went on leave and both the 
posts carry similar allowances but at different rates, the Government scrvans 
shall during lcavc draw the lesser of the two rates.

II. A compensatory allowance granted under class iv Appendix 1 
may be drawn during temporary transfer if , - 

(i) the awhority sanction ng the transfer certifies that the Govern . 

ment servant is likelv, on the expiry, of the temporary duty, 

to return to the Station from which he is transferred ; 
( ii) the Government servant draws no allowance of the same kind in 
the post to which he is transferred ; 

and 
(iii) the Government servant certifies that he kept his family, for the 

period for which the allowance is claimed , at the station from 

which he proceeded on transfer. 
III. A compensatory allowance granted under class vi Appendix IV 
may be drawn during temporary transfer , if, 

(i) the authority sanctioning the transfer certifies, that the Govern . 

ment servant is 1 kely on the expiry of the transfer, to return to

Note : The certificate under clause (ü ) above will be dispensed with 

when it is inapplicable . 
IV . If a Government servant in his old post drew a compensatory 
allowance granted under class . iv or class yi Appendix IV (but not in an 
individual capacity) and the transfer is to another post carrying a similar 
allowance he may draw the compensatory allowance during joining time 
under clause (a ) or clause (b) (i) of rule 125 Part I, provided that if the 
rates differ in the two posts he may draw the lower rate only . 
Note :-- The House Rent Allowance sanctioned from 1-4-1961 is payable 

also during transit under clause (b ) ( ii) of rule 125 Part I 

subject to the restriction regarding lower rate" . 
2. For rule 92, Part I the following rule shall be substituted , namely : 

" 92. An Officer on earned leave is entitled to leave salary equal to (i)

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AWARD 
1. By agreement between the parties mentioned above, the Indus 
trial dispute between them was referred for my arbitration under Section 
10 (*) of the Industri l Disputes. Act 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947); 
the same having been published under Section 10 (*) (3) of the Irdus riai 
Dipites Act 1947. in the Kerala Gazette by Government Notification 
No. 7877 /H2/64 /HLD dated 11th March. 1961. The specific ma ters in 
dispu e between the parties as mentioned in the arbitration agreement 
are as follows: 

(i) The scales of pay for the various categories of staff bo h 

in the factory and in the Office staff of M /s. Electrical and 

Allied Industries (Travancore), Kundara . 
( ii) Weightage to staff on the basis of service . 
(iii) Grant of incentive to staff. 
( iv) House rent allowance to staff on the basis of Government 

Order No. P. 181 /61/Fin . dated 12-4-1961 with effect from that 

date . 
(v) Retrospective operation of scales of pay, weightage and fitment 

with effect from 1-4-1960 or from any other subsequent date. 
(vi) Extra wage for factory staff for extra work put in by them 

in addition to normal hours of work prescribed for the Office staff. 
(vii) Typists Allowance to qualified Typists. 
( viii) Ratio of 1:2 between the Upper Division and Lower Division 

Clerks. 
2. There were ten sittings of the Arbi rator at Quilon on the follow 
ing dates:-29-6-1964, 6-7-1961, 14-7-1964 , 25-7-1964, 3-9-1964, 4-9-1964, 
5-10-1964, 6-10-1964 , 14-10-1964 , and 15-10-1961. The representatives of 
the management and the workers were present during all the sittings. 
With the consent of the Staff Association, the management wasallowed to be 
represented by Advocates. The Staff Association subnitted their claim 
statement on 29-6-1964. The management put in their counter 
6-7-1964. A replication was filed by , the Association on 14-7-1964 . 
There was a General discussion between the parties as to the nature of 
the evidence to be ad duced by them which lasted for three 
sittings i.e. , on 25-7-1961, 3-9-1961 and 4-9-1964 . Evidence was recorded on 
5-10-1964 and 6-10-1964. The following documents were marked on either 
side : Exts. W1 to W7 on the side of the Association , and Exts,MI to M7 
on the side of the management. The parties did not let in any oral evidence. 
The Associ tion filed a p lition on 14-7-1964 stating that the newly formed 
Kerala El ctrical and Allied Engineering Company (Private) Ltd., Kundara 
has taken over the ass ts and liabilities of the Electrical and Allied 
Industries (Travan ore), Kundara wth all its rights and obligations as a 
going concern and that, therelore, they may be impleaded as an addi 
tional successor party. Notice of the petition was given to the manage 
ment s representatives. They stated in writing that the management had no 


on 
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objection . Therefore, the impleading petition was allowed and the Kerala 
Electrical and Allied Engineering Company (Private ) Ltd., Kundara was 
impleaded as an additional party on the si le of the management. 
Arguments were heard on 14-10-1964 and 15-10-1964 . 

3. Issue (i). The issue deals with revision of pay scales of the staff. 
The Electrical and Allied Industries ( Travancore ), Kundara was started in 
1946 as a Public Limited Company. Its main business was the manufatcure 
of accessories and component parts, fabrication of steel and other materials . 
The finished products were supplied to order. From the very beginning, it 
was an un -economic unit incurring continuous losses. By 1952 , it was 
obliged to close down its busi 153 and the workers were thrown out of 
employment. Thereafter the Public L mited Company was unable to resume 
bus ness. There was acute distress and discontent among the workers. To 
relieve the same, theGovernmrnt came forward and rest rted the concern 
providing employment to all thuse who were rer.dered unemployed . In 
do ng so, the Government continued the previous set up without taking into 
account the financial implications involved . The result was that the 
Company was incurring loss and the position has not improved even at 
present. Ext. M5 is the Abstract of profit and loss account of the Company 
for the years 1955-56 to 1963-64. It is seen from the Ext. M5 that the 
Company had been making a profit of Rs. 58,262 in 1955-56 , Rs 1,56,110 , 
in 1956-57, Rs. 1,08,291 in 1957-58 and had sustained a loss of Rs. 24,743 
in 1958-59, Rs. 1,91,032 in 1959-60 ,Rs. 1, 59 315 in 1910-61, Rs. 46,412 
in 1961-62, Rs. 1,25,956 in 1962-63 and Rs. 9,134 plus bonus in 1961-64. 
It is evident from these that the Company had been making profits in three 
years in the bezianing and that it was lossing for the last five years and 
I should say that it had turned the corner in 1963-64. The Government of 
K - rala had , hy G. O. dated 25-9-1959, announced a pay revision and other 
conditions of service for the staff of the State -owned industrial concerns . 
Ext. Mi is the above -said G. O. with its annexures . Cn 20-2-1960 , the 
Association submitted their charter of demands to themanagement for the 
revision of their wages and other benefits. Ext. M2 is the above -said 
charter. On 25-5-1960 , the H n b e Minister for Industries, Kerala State , 
held a Conference atGovernment House , Quion with a view to brit ging 
about a settlement of the issu s raised by the Staff Association . The 
Director of Indu tries, the Deputy Secretary (Industries), the General 
Manager of the Company and the Union representatives attended the above 
side Conference. Ext. M3 is the proceedings of the C nference . The 
management had joined iss ie with the Association in regard to what ha ! 
transpired at the Conference. The Association would say that in the 
Conference, it was stated on b half of the Government-iranagement that 
th y would be purchasing the concern within two mon :hs, tha the weges 
would be raised imm diately after the said per od of two n.onths and that 
the above undertaking rema ned undischarged although months went by: 
This is denied by the management. The mana: ement would contend 
that no categorical statement was made on behalf of the Government 
that they would be purchasing the concern within two months and that 


the pay would be raised immediately after the purchase. The management, 
added that what was stated in the Conference, on behalf of the manage 
ment was that it was rot possiule to grant any revisional pay at that 
juncture and that in the case of the Electrical and A lied Industries 
( Travancore), Kundara, the Government had an idea 10 purchase and make 
it a fully Government-owned commercial concern in which case the benefits 
of the pay revision allowed to other Government-owned commer.ial concerns 
would be extended to the staff of Electrical and Allied Industries the 
( Travancore ), Kundara also . The management concluded by saying that 
the Minister for Industries had also expressed the hope that it might be 
possible to make the change-over within a period of two months and that 
due to unavoidable circumstances , the taking over ofthese concerns by the 
Government was delayed considerably and the actual take-over was effected in 
1964. Having gone through Ext.M3 proceedings minutely, I do not find 
anything therein to substantiate the contention of the Association . Siffice 
it to say that the į roceedings are inconclusive in itself. There is nothing . 
in it to show that the Government had cornmitted themselves to any definite 
stand with regard to the revi.ion of pay scales. Thus the stalemate 
continued. According to the Association , another Conference was held in 
the Secre ariat. Trivandrum on 14-3-19 13 and it was decided therein that 
the GeneralManager of the concern in collaboration with some others might 
work out a sca e of pay. This has been specified in Ext. M4 Government 
Order dated 11-11-1963. The Committee set up found that there was no 
Government concern which was comparable with the Electrical and Allied 
Industries ( Travancore), Kundara, either in the pattern ofwork or in the 
matter of working personnel. Therefore, the General Manager submitte i a 
report embo lying his roposals for a revision of the pay scales. These pro 
posals f rmed the subject matter of a Conference held at Quilon on 3-8-1963 . 
The Indus ries Secretary to Government, the Administrative Director and 
the General Manager of the Company , and the Union representat.ves were 
present in the above said Conference . Here again the parties hive joined 
issue. Th . Asso iation would urge that in the above said Conférence, the 
Union and the management agreed uy on a fi w scales of pay and that the 
o her demands of the Association were left over for future negotiation with 
the management concern . O the other hand, themanagement would deny 
this. According to the Association , although the revised scales were worked 
out as an agreed formula , months went by without its implementation . 
The management strenuously urged that there was no such agreement. 
Anyway, on 11-11-1963, the Government issued a G. O. (Ext.M4) sanc 
tioning certain scales of pay with effect from 1-4-1963 . The Association 
rejected the offer as according to them , it was at variance with the agreed 
scales . 

Under these circumstances the dispute had been relerred for 
arbitration . I pause here for a moment and refer to the contentions of the 
management in detail. The managementmaintained that in the Conference 
at Quilon , the Association was claiming scales of pay higher than the 
usual pay scale: given in Government-owned industries. The utmost that 
the management could do was to implement in the concern the scales of pay 
prevalent in Government-owned commercial concerns. 

According to the 
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management -after a full discussion , the Association agreed to accept the 
rates , provided certain modifications were made in respect of certain cate 
gories ofstaff. But no modification of the pay scales was possible without 
Government approval and it was not possible for the Co ernment to alter the 
rates as er the demands of the Association . Therefore, the management 
contended tha: it is not correct to say that any agreement was made at the 
Conference In fairness to the demands of the staffmembers, they added 
that the utmost ihat the Government could do was to revise their scales so 
that the same may be in conformity with the scales obtaining in other 
Government-owned commercial concerns and this has been done in G.O. 
dated 11-11-1963 (Ext. M4) . The Association has entirely a different story 
to tell. They rely on an agreed formula and lay the blame at the door of 
the management. As far as I can see there is nothing before me to conclude 
beyoı d the shadow of a doubt that there was any agreement between the 
parties with regard to revision of pay scales, in the Conference at Quilon . 
Nevertheless there is reason to believe that the proposal regarding the 
.revision of scales of pay was discussed in detail at the Conference . Turther 
I venture to add , in this connection , that there is preponderance of evidence 
to conclude that there was some agreement between the parties as to the 
necessity of a revision of the pay scales. One fact remains clear and that 
is the issue has been unnecessarily frotracted even after finding that a 
revision of scales of pay was ncressary The main objection of the 
management to a revision of the scales as dimarded by the Association is 
based upon the following grounds : - The Electrical and Allied Industries 
(Travancore), Kundara . is not a public utility concern to be run 
on no - profit and rio -loss basis. It is only a Government-owned commercial 
concern and the scales of pay that can be granted are only those obtaining 
in Government commercial concerns with due regard to all the attendant 
circunstances. The revision sanctioned in the G. O. dated 11-11-1963 
could not be implemented for no fault of the management. Moreover , the 
cocern is working at a loss and it is not possible to raise the scales of pay 
as the concern must at least work on a no -lo ,s basis for its very existence . 
According to the managerrent, Government can act in such matters only 
according to the accepted principles and any review of revision of pay in 
one Government concern will lead to industrial discontent in others and 
ultimately to a general revision of pay. The managen ent added that in 
awarding any revision of pay it has to be noted that unlike other Government 
owned commercial concerns, the staff engaged in the management concern 
are getting an incentive payment. Sri N. Palpu , the learned counsel aspear 
ing for the management invited my attent on to the report of the Pay Revi. 
sion Committee, Kerala State, presided over by Shri R. Sankaranarayana Iyer 
(Retd . Judge, Hgh Court) wherein the general principles regarding 
the pay structure and revision are discussed , and to an Award of Shri 
K. Purushothaman Nair , 1. A., B. L., the former Industrial Tribunal, Tri 
vandrum , published in Kerala Gazette No. 17 dated 28th Noi ember, 1961 
wherein the principles regarding the revision of the pay scale of the employees 
of the Electricity Board are dealt with . I have carefully gone through 
both these citations. Bearing, in mind the principles of jay revision in 
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Scale of pay . 
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general, the nature of the industry, the financial capacity of the concern and 
the conditions prevailing in comparable industrial concerns, I revise the pay 
scales of the staff employed in the Electrical and Allied Industries 
( Travancore ), Kundara, in the manner given below :

The issue is answered in the manner indicated above. 

Issue ( ii). The issue is weightage to staff on the bisis of service. The 
Association contended as follows: -The Staffmembe s of the concern were 
not having any incremeatal scale until 1952 . Thereafter the Company 
remained closed for three years. I .. 1955, an incrementalscale was introdu ed 
by the managementwhich proved thoroughly inadequate . The result was that 
staff membsof long service were get ing low salarie . There ore, the 
Association demands that weightage at the rate of one increment for three 
years of service put in by a membır of the staff be given . The management 
would say that the above demand of the Assocation is unconscionable and 
impractical. The Association would concede that they are prepared to 
abide by the pay fixation rules applicable to Government-owned concerns 
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and agree to the weightage stipulated therein . The Association bases their 
claim on Ext. W3 G. 0. 1 (c) 3341/56 /ID dated 26-11-1956 , the Report 
submitted by the Committee appointed by the Government to examine the 
conditions of service in the Government-owned industrial concerns and put 
up spe ific proposals regarding the revision of pay scales of the Officers and 
stiff working in those concerns. Annexure III dealt with rules regard ng 
fixation of initial pay and grant of weightage. Regarding subordinate per 
sonnel, the Committee recommended that after fixing the pay of an incum 
bent , he shall be granted advance increments in the new scale as specified 
below : 
(1) For a service of 4 years and more but less One advance 
than 8 years 

increment. 
(2) For a service of 8 years and more but less Two advanco 
than 12 years 

increments. 
(3) For a service of 12 years and more but less Three advance 
than 16 years 

increments . 
(4 ) For a service of 16 years and more 

Four advance 

increments . 


On the other hand, the management would rely on Ext. M. 1. G. O. 
dated 20-5-1959 regarding the revision of pay scales of the employees of the 
State- owned industrial concerns with its Annexures. Annexure II deals with 
rules for fixation of pay and advance increments to Officers. The relevant 
passage would read as follows :- " After pay is fixed , advance increments 
shall be granted in the new scales as specificd below subject to the conditions 
that the pay fixed after the grant of the advance increments shall not exceed 
Rs. 300. If Rs. 300 is not a stage in the revised scale, the pay may be fixed 
at the stage below Rs. 300 , the difference between the pay so fixed and 
Rs. 300 being treated as Personal Pay . Such Personal Pay will be absorbed 
in future increments in the pay of the Officers concerncd : 
For a service of less than 10 years 

Nil. 
For a service of 10 years and more 

Oae advance 
but less than 20 years 

increment. 
For a service of 20 years and more 

Two advance 
but less than 25 years 

increments . 
For a service of 25 years and more 

Three adiance 

increments " 
Having listened to the arguements on either side and having regard to the 
financial condit on nd paying capacity of the management in question , I am 
inclined to accept Ext. W3 i. c., G. O. 1 (C ) 3-341/56 / ID dated 26-11-1956 
as the basis ofweightage to the staff on the basis of their services under the 
management. Therefore, I hold that the staff of the Electric and Allied 
Industries ( Travancore), Kundara , is entitled to the weightage specified in 
Ext. W3. Issue found accordingly.. 

Issue ( iii). This issue is not pressed by the Association . Therefore, no 
finding is called for. 
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Issae (iv ). This issue deals with the grant of House Rent Allowance 
to the staff on the basis of Government Order No. P. 181,61/Fin . dated 
12-4-1961 with effect from that date. The relevant order has been marked as 
Ext . W4 on the side of the Association . It reads as follows : - " In view of 
the rising cost of living , the Non -Gazetted Officers of the State have been 
asking for some reliet. Government have considered the request and are 
pleased to sanction the House Rent Allowance at the following rates to all 
the N. G. Os. of the State: 

(i) For Officers drawing a pay not exceed 
ing Rs. 150 per mensem 

Rs. 5 permensem 
( ii) For other N. G. Os. 

Rs. 7 per mensem 
(2 ) All special pay coming under Clauses 1 and 2 of Appendix IV , 
K. S. R. and Dearness Pay will be reckoned as Pay in determining the 
limit of Rs. 150 . 

(3 ) In the case of persons already getting House Rent Allowance and 
in the case of those who are provided with free quarters, the amount now 
sanctioned will be given as an additional allowance. 
These orders will take effect from 1-4-1961.

The Association would say that this Government Order has not been 
implemented in the management concern . Further, they added that on 
4th April, 1962 , the Government have come out with another order super 
seding Ext. W4. The above said Order is G. O. (P ) No. 154,62 /Fin . dated 
4th April, 1962 which has been marked as Ext. W5. It read as follows: 
“ In the G. O. cited , the Government sanctioned House Rent Allowance at 
the following rate to all the N. G. Os. of the State in view of the high cost 
of living : 
* (1) For Officers drawing a pay not exceed 
ing Rs. 150 per mensem 

Rs. 5 
(2 ) For other N. G. Os. 

Rs. 7 
Representations have since been received for increasing the rate of 
House Rent Allowance. The Government have considered the question and 
are pleased to that in the case of all ihose nment servants whose 
existing rate of Rs. 5 per mensem is applicable, the rate of House Rent 
Allowance will be raised to .Rs. 7. per mensem with eflect from 1st Ap.il , 
1962. Accordingly , all the N. G. Os will draw the allowance at the uniform 
rate of Rs. 7 wi.h effect from Ist April, 1962.

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The Association submitted that they should get the benefit of both the 
Government Orders cited above. The contention of the management is that 
the financial position of the concern is such that no House Rent Allowance 
can be granted. I find it difficult to accept the argument. It appears to 
me thatthe demand of the Association is only just a d reasonable. There 
fore, I hold that the staff of the concern is entitled to get the benefit under 
Ext. W4 with effect from 12-4-1961. Ext. W ) is not covered by the issue. 
Were I do order that Ext. W5 should also be given effect to , I am afraid , 
I would be transgressing the limits of the reference. I would raiher leave 
the question to the goudwill and pleasure of the management. Issue found 


accordingly. 


Issue ( v ). This issue deals with retrospective operation of the scale of 
pay, weightage and fitment with effect from 1-4-1900 or from any other 
subsequent date . The Association contended as follows : -- The revision of 
scales of pay had become due to the stail as early as 1360. The management 
had a defiite cim mitment to that effect. Further , the delays were duc 
entirely to the latı hes on the side of the management. The Government 
have purchased the assets of the Company as on 1-4-1960 . Cherefore, the 
Ass ciation submitted that the scales of pay , weightage and fitment should 
be given retrospective operation as from 1-4-1960. Briefly stated the con 
tentions of the management were these : It is not correct 10 say that the 
revisio i of pay scales was due in 1960 and that the management had a 
definite commitment to that effect. There was no latches on the part of the 
Goieruimint to take over the concern. Actually the purchase of the assets 
could be completed only in 1964. No retrospec ive operation of any pay 
scales can be granted as the financial positi in of the Company does not 
warrant it . On the above grounds the management submitted that retro . 
spective operation can be granted only with elect from 1964. At the time 
of argument, the learned counsel for the management drew my attention to 
Ext. M +, viz ., G. O. MS. 784/63 /Ind . dated 11-11-1963 . It read as 
follows: 


" The State Governmentassumed the management of the Electrical and 
Allied Industries (Travance), in 1957 and a Governmet Board of 
Management had bern in charge of the entire administration of the 
concerni since then. The Eletrical and Allied Intustries Staff Association 
and o her Employees Associations of the concern had been making repre 
sentat ons to the Board ofMina cment and the Government inter alia that the 
scales of pay of the monthly paid employ es in the concern should be brought 
on a par with those in Government- owned indu.trial concerns and the 
consequent benefit of rev sion be allowed with effect from 1960. Ata 
Cun erence held in the Secretariat on 14-3-1963 and attended by the 
repre e tatives of the staff, the GeneralManager of the concern , the Director 
of Industries and Co.mrce and Secretary to Government, Iudustries Depart 
ment, it was decided that the General Manager o ! the concern might work 
out a comparable pay scale structure for the Elec rical and Allied Industries 
( Travancore) and submit a report to the Government for consideration .

" Accordingly , the General Manager submitted his proposals to 
Government. The Members of the Board of Managemónt had discussed the 
proposals submitted by the General Manager with the labour representatives. 
Based on the discussions, the Additional Director of Industries and 
Comine ce, who is also the Admini trative Director of the concern has 
forwarded his recoamendations to Government with his letter second read 
abo : c. 

- " Government have carefully examined the proposals of the General 
Manager and the recomendations of the Additional Director of 
Industries & Commerce with reference to the pattern of scales of pay in the 
Government-owned concerns and in all other a pects and are pleased 10 
sanction revised scales of pay for the various pos s in the Electrical and 
Allied Industries (Travancore) as shown in the Annexure to this order, 
These orders will take effect from 1-4-1963.

On the basis of the above said Government Order, the management 
contended that retrospective effect of the scales of pay may be given with 
effect.fiom 1-4-1963. But my attention has been drawn to another Govern 
ment Order nan ely, G. O. MS. No. 662 dated 27 h September, 1962 
(Ext . W2) . In the above said order, it has been stated that at the Annual 
GeneralMeeting of the Company held on 12-2-1960, it was resolved that the 
entire assets of the Company should be sold to the Government of Kerala at 
an agrred valuat on to be fixed by a C mmittee to be appointed by the 
Gosernment of Kerala in which the Director of the Company 
Shri P. R. Ramavarma Raja would be a Member and that it was also 
resolved that the valuation of the Company would be placed before the 
Gerierál - Body Meeting of the Company before the sale was finalised . 
Government accordingly constituted Committee consisting 

of 
Shri P. R. Ramavarma Raja Director of Electrical and Allied Industries 
( Travancore) Lid., and Sh iT. P. Kuttiyamu, Chiel Engineer (General and 
Project) for valuing the assets of the Company. The Committee submitted 
its report showing the valuation and at the extra ordinary General Body 
Meeting of Company held on 25-4-1961, a resolution was passed arcepting the 
Report of the Valuation Committee and authorising Shri P. R. Ramavarma 
Raja , Director in charge of the concern to eff ct he sale and execute the neces 
sary deed of transfer. Government accepted the Valuation Report of the 
Committee mentioned above and accorded sanction for the purchase of the 
assets as in the valuation report. But, even though the Law Depariment of the 
Secretariat was requested to forward a draft deed of tan fer , due to some 
reason or otler , the sale deed was executed as late as on 1-4-1963 I do not 
find any reason why the staff should suffer for the delay caused for the execu 
tion of the sale deed . Therefore, it is only right and proper that the 
staff members should get the benefit of the revis on of their scale of pay with 
effect from 27th September, 1962. I, therefore, bold that the revised scale 
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of pay which I have sanctioned under issue No. (i) should have retrospective 
operation with effectfrom 27-9-1962. With regard to weightage also, I am 
inclined to fix 27-9-1962 as the crucial date. In the circumstance, I hold 
that the weightage sanctioned under issue No. (ii) should have retrospective 
operat on with effect from 27.9-1962. Regarding filment, I hold that the 
pay of a Staff Member in the revisd scale of pay shall be fixed first at the 
stare in the new scalo next above his present pay in the old scale , whether 
it is a stage in the new scale or not ; if his present p y is less than the 
minimum of the new scale , his pay shail be fixed at the minimum . The 
pay of a Staff member on 27.9-1962 including the increment, if any , 
accuring on that date shall be deemed to be his pay on that dat . In the 
result, fitment also will have retrospective effect with effect from 27-9-1962. 
The issue is answered in the manner indicated above. 

Issue (vi). This issue deals with extra wage for the factory staff for 
extra work put in by them in addition to the noimal hours of work prescribed 
for the Office staff. At the time of argument, the As ociation submitted that 
they do not press this issue. Therefore, I hold that no finding is called for 
on this issue. 

Issue (vii). Issue (vii ) deals with Typists Allowance to qualified Typists . 
The Assiociation contended as follows:- The Government Order dated 
27-5-1959 had sanctioned special allowance to Typists and Stenographers at 
the following rates : 

(i) Typist with higher qualification in typewriting will be given an 

all wance of Rs. 10 per menem . 
( ii ) Stenographers with higher qualification in typewriting and 

shorthand will be given an allowance of Rs. 15 per mensem . 
(iii ) Stenographers with higher qualification in typewriting or short 

hand only will be given an allowance of Rs. !0 per mensem . 
The Association prayed that the benefit of the said order be granted with 
effect from 1-4-1967. As against the above, the management contended 
that they cannot afford to pay the Typists" allowance as cla med by the 
As ociation . Ext. M. 1 is the Governnient Order referred to above . It was 
passed by the Government in accepting the recommendation of a C mmittee 
constituted for the revision of pay scales of staff in the Sta e-owned industrial 
concerns. Para (3 ) of the above suid order deals with allowance to Typists 
and Stenographers possessing higher qualifications. But in the reference 
order, I am called upon to determine the allowance to Typists alone. As 
per Ext. M. 1, the allowance sanctioned to Typist with higher qualification 
in typewri ing is only Rs. 10 per mensem . Therefore, I hold that the two 

The 
Typists in the concern arc entitled to get the benefit under Ext. M. I. 
benefit that is sanctioned to them will have retrospective effect froin 
27-9-1962. Issue found accordingly. JO

Issue ( viii). This issue read as follows :- " Ratio 1 :2 between Upper 
Division and Lower Division Clerks." "The Association simply prayed that 
the ratio as betweca the Upper Division and Lower Division Clerks be fixed 


at 1:2. The management contended that the fixation of the ratio between 
the Upper Division and Lower Division Cerks is a managerial function and 
that it cannot b : the subject matter of an industrial dispute. There is no 
substance in this contention. Fixing a ratio between the existing Upper 
Division and Lower Division Clerks is not a managerial function , 

There 
fore, the objectioa is over-ruled . At the time ofargiment, it was pointed 
o it on behalf of the management that at presentthere is no Upper Division 
Clerk in thest.ff and that there are 16 plices in the cadre of the Lower 
Divisio i Clerks According to the revision of scale of pay which I have 
sancton d under issue No. (i), there will be 2 cadres: anong the Clrks 
carrying the scale of Rs. 5:)-13 . for th : Lower Division and Rs. 90-20 ) 
for the Uppe Division. As I have already held that the revised scales of pay 
would take effect froin 27-9-1962. it ſo lows that the above sa d cadres 
wou d come into being with effect fron that date. The parties wanted me 
to fix a iati ) which would take effect from the date on which the rev.sed 
scule of pay would com : into operation i. e.. 27-9-196 . H.ving heard the 
parties at length , I wouli fix th : ratio as 1 :3 between the Upper Division 
Clerks auth : Lower Division Cle ks. This ratio is deemed to have come 
into effect from 27-9-1962 . Issue found accordingly . 

Before I part with the case, I should plıce on recordmy appreciation of 
the spirit with which the parties have co -operated with me in finalising this 
arbitration . I pass this Award in terms iodicated above. 

This Award shall becom : enforceable on the expiry of thirty days from 
the date of its publ cation under S.ction 17 of the Industrial Disputes Act 
1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947) .

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2. In spite of notice being sentby registered post to the General 
Secretary of the High Range Estates Employees Association , Munda 
kayam , no representative of the Union app -ared before court. A notice of 
disposalwas sent by registered post, butwas of no avail. 

3. The Management examined Mr. W.H. Armstrong, Superintendent 
of Manikal Estate as EW1and filed Ex s. El and E2. Ext. El is the findings 
in the enquiry regarding the misconduct of the workman which resulted in 
his dismissal. The dispute i. regarding the gratuity claimed by the dismissed 
workman. Ext. E2 is the Memorandum of Settlement letween the parties 
on 9-2-1962. Clause (4 ) of the Settlement lays down that " if a dispute 
arises regarding claim for payment of gratuity to a workman who has been 
di-missed for misconduct such di pute shall be referred 10 the Labour Court 
having juri-diction for a decision ” . Since the Union which is a party to 
this dispute has not entered appearance and has not placed any materials 
before me, no decision can be taken by this Court regarding the claim 
for payment of gratuity to the dismissed workman . It can safely be presumed 
that the Union does not dispute the matter now .

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AWARD 


By Order No. 31877 /H3/63/HLD . dated 18-5-1963 of the Health and 
Labour Department (Health -H ), Government of Kerala referred the dispute 
between the parties described above for adjudication to this Tribunal. The 
only issue referred for adjudication is 

“ Additional bonus for the year 1961-62." . 
2. All the three Unions submitted their claim statements separately on 
18th June, 1963 . 

3. The Cannanore Spinning and Weaving Mills Workers Union , contended 
that they had demanded payment of bonus from the Management equivalent 
to 8 months ba - ic salary for the year 1961-62, but the Management has paid 
only 4 months basic salary as bonus. The dispute is, therefore, for the 
alditi nal bonus of 4 monihs basic salary. The Management concern are 
1 aying wages and dearness allowance to the employees concerned which are 
considerably lower than the need based minimum wage of the employee, 
calculated on the basis of accepted norms. Therefore, there is a substantial 
gap to be filled up and why the Union demanded bonus for the year 
equivalent to 8 months salary. 

4. During the year in dispute the company has paid a divident of 20 % , 
thus showing their extra-oruinary prosperity ." The Union contended further 
that they do not accept as correct the profits shown in the printed accounis 
for the purpose of bouus. The real profits are considerably higher and are 
such as to easily permit payment of the additional bonus demanded for the 
year. The Union concluded with a prayer that their contentions may be 
upheld . 

5. In the statement submitted by the District Textile Mills Workers 
Union , it was contented as follows: 

The Union placed before the management a demand for granting 6 
months total earnings as bonus for the years 1961-62 . The Cannanore 
Spinning and Weaving Mills Ltd., is a well established industrial concern and 
the most prosperous spinning mill in Kerala . Since its very inception it has 
been stea lily growing up, amassing hige profits year after year. The major 
contribution towards the prosperity of the concern has been made by the 
hard working labourers. Therefore, it is only just and proper that a reason 
able share of profit should be given to the workmen . More over the wages 
paid to the workers of the company are very much less than the fair wage 
standard and hence the grant of a reasonable amount as bonus would I elp to 
bridge the wide gulf between he actual wages paid and the fair wage 
standard . 

6. During the relevant period the production was very high and it was 
not interrupted by any industrial unrest or shortage of power. Market 
conditions were highly favou able to the Company anu the cost of production 
was comparatively low . Therefore , the company has earned enormous 
profits . But the balance sheets and profit and loss accour.ts.of the company 
are prepared in such a way so as to show a lower amount as profit . 


7. The Company had produced a worksheet during the conciliation con . 
ference, but the same wis defective in material particulars . From the gro s. 
proa s of the relevantyear, huze amount has beend.d.c ed as je abilitation 
charges. Prov sion for rehabilitation in this case is unnecessary since the 
depre i tion allowed by th : Income Tax a uthor.tis is sufficient to rezlace or 
moderaise the industry. At any rate the amou it claime 1 by the Minage 
ment as rehabilita ion charges is very high and cannot be alowed. The 
claim of be Managementfor a return of 9 % on paid up capital shallnever 
be allowed since the Management can claim only 6 % at the most as a retirn . 
on puid up capital. The Union concluded with a plea that an award may 
be passed upholding their contentions. 

8. The Mercantile Employce s Association contended in their statement 
as under 

• The Company employs about 80 monthly paid emp oyees and the 
Association represents a substantial number of those employees. The 
demand of the Association was for payment of bonus equivalent to 8 months 
bisi : salary for the year 196 -62. Since the Management has paid volun 
tarily four months basic salary as bonus, the present demand is for he 
additional bonus for 4 months basic salary. The Association has completely 
reiterated and fully endorsed all the affirmations and assertions in the 
statement of the Cannanore Spinning and Weaving Mills Workers Un on . 
The Association concluded their statement with a prayer that an award may 
be pa sed granting the employees the additional bonus of 4 months basic 
salary as demanded by them . 

9. The Management submitted their counter statement on 19th July, 
1963. The following are the contentions of the Management. 

The Management has already paid 4 months basic wages 
bonus for the year in question , which is fair and adequate and is more than 
what is warranted by the working results of the Company during the year 
after meeting normal prior charges like depreciation , provision for tax , 
rehabilitation and return on capital both paid up and working . In fact, 
after meeting the prior charges, there will be no surplus left to justify the 
payment of any additional bonus. In view of the changes made in the 
div dent tax by the Finance Act, 1959 , thcMinagement s entitled to claim 
a return at a higher percentage to cover the loss 10 the share - holders The 
6 % and 4 % returns on pait up and wo king capital given by the Labour 
Appellate Tribunal are now inadequate and should be increased to 9 % and 
6 % resp :ctively, especially in view of the changes in money market condi 
tions since the decision of the Labour Appellate Tribunal. 

10. The Minngement is paying more than the fair wages to the work 
men in question and therefore, the ques ion of filling up the gap does not 
arisc. The allegation of the Un ons that the real profits are considc ably 
higher and are such as to ca.ily permit payment of the additional bo ius 
deman !ed is made without any basis and is emphatically denied. The Balance 
sheet and Profit and Lois Account of the Management.sc prepared very 
correctly and all the baseless allegations against thr, veracity of the sameare 
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repudiated in to to . The Management is entitled to have a provision for 
rehabil tation , since the depreciation allowed by the Income- tax authorities 
is insufficient to rehabilitate the building, plant and machinery. The amount 
claimed by the Management towards rehabilitation is the minimum they are 
entitled to under the full bench formula and is not high at all. The 
Management is enti :led to a 9 % return on the paid up capital and return 
of 6 % on thereserves used as working capital. 

11. The Management concluded their statement asserting that the 
demand for additional bonus made by all the three Unions is unreal, unfair, 
and unjust and , therefore, has to be rejected . 

12. The three Unions submitted their rejoinders separately in which 
they have repudiated all the contentions of the Management stated in their 
counter statement. 
613. The case came up for evidence and the Union represented that 
they have not got any oral evidence to adduce . The Management exa 
mined MWI to MW5 and marked Exts. Mi to M7. Exts. WI to W8 were 
also marked and then the case was finally heard . 

14. Ext. Mi is the audited balance -sheet and Profit and Loss Account 
of the company. Although the Union questioned the correctness of the 
audited accounts of the company for the year in question and challenged 
the correctness of the opening and closing figures, etc., at the final stage of 
the trial, after an inspection of the account books and invoices by 
Mr. Ramanujam , the representative ofNo. 3 Union , the Unions did not press 
the contention that the accounts were incorrect and should not be relied 
upon . Therefore, the parties admittedly proceeded on the net profit shown 
in Ext. MI, i.e., Rs. 10,64,244. The items in controversy between the 
parties in Ext. M2 worksheet submitted by the Management are the 
following :- 

(1) The amountof charity and presents has to be added back ; 
(2 ) The rate of return on paid up capital; 
(3) The rate of return on working capital; 

(4 ) The rebabilitation . 
15. Their Lordships of the Supreme Court have observed in the famous 
A. C. C. Case (1959-I-LLJ-644) and in so many other decisions following 
the same, that the Management is enti:led to 4 prior charges and bonus is 
payable only after providing for the said four prior charges from the 
available surplus. The prior charges are 

(a ) Normal notional depreciation . 
(b ) Income tax . 

Return on paid up capital and reserves used as working capital. 

Rehabilitation . 
16. With regard to No. 1 controversy , viz., adding back the amount of 
charity and presents the contention of the learned counsel for the Manage 
ment is that the amount of Rs. 35,000 given to Sree Narayana College 
as a donation must be treated as a revenue expenditure, since it is a 
permissible item of expense and should not be added back in arriving at 


case 


the gross-profit for the purpose of the Bonua Formula . 
who is the Manager -cum chief accountant of the concern have unambi 

Further MW5, 
guously affirmed that donations to educational institutions are cne of the 
functions of the Management concern as envisaged in the Memo 
randum of Articles of Asso iation . The learned counsel for the Union Sii 
Ramanujam asserted that donations must be added back in pursuance of 
themany decisions of the Highest court of the Nation to that effect. He 
has cited rulings repor ed in 1960-11.LLJ page 34 ; 1953-] I-LLJ page 520 ; 
1958-1-LLJ-page 239 ; 1938 -I.LLJ page 63 etc. 

17. In 1960 I-LLJ ruling , thier lordships Justice Sri F. B. Gajendra . 
gadker , Justice Sri K. Subba Rao and Justice Sri K. C. Das Gupta 
of the Supreme Court of Ind a in Textile Machinery Corporation Ltd. Vs. 
Their Workmen have held that " the donation , however chari able or phi 
lanthropic may be, has to be added back for the purpose on arriving at the 
available surplus." The Learned counsel for the Management was submit 
tiig that the Unions reliance on the decisions of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Voltas Ltd., Vs. Their workmen reported in 1961- I-LLJ-S23 cannot 
hold water in this case since the fricts of this case are different from the facts 
of the case reported . But the Supreme Court has observed in the said 
as follows: 

" In effect this payment is not different from any amount 
given in charity by an employer, and though such 
paymentmay be justified in the sense that it was not be 
against the articles ofassociation of a company it is none 
theless an expense which need not be incurred for the 
business of the company. Besides, though in this par i 
cu ar case, the donation considering the circumstances of 
the case was not much , it is possible that permissible 
donations may be out of all proportions and may thus 
result in reducing the available surplus from which low 
pa d workmen are entitled to bonus. Weare therefore of 
opinion that though the law or he rules of the company 
may permit the appellantto pay such amounts as dona 
tions to pol tical furds, this is not a proper expense to be 
deducted when working out the available surplus in the 

light of the Full Bench Formula ." 
On going through the decisions of the Supreme Court, I am of 
opinion that the contention that such donation is allowed under the Memo 
randum of Articles of Association and thereſore, cannot be added back can 
not be upheld . If at all it is allowed it must be paid by the share-holders 
and it must come out of their share of the surplus. Apart from all these the 
fact remains that such a donation is neither a trade cxpense nor a prior 
charge. 

18. The next itemsof controversy are the rates of return on paid up 
capital and working capital. The demand of the Management is that hey 
are entitled to get a 9 % return on the paid up capital anda 6 % return on the 
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working capital. The learned counsel for the Mariagement cited the A.C.C. 
case reported in 1959 I LIJ at page 644 and read out from Page 666 tho 
observation of iheir Lordships that 

" subsequent decisions show that the Tribunals do not 
regard the said rates as inflexible and they have suitably 
modified them in the light of the relevant circumstances 
in each case . We 

think that this is a correct 
approach and that it is necessary to fix the rates of 
interest on the 2 items of paid up capital and work ng 

capital according to the circumstances of each case. 
The learned counsel for the Management, therefore, asserted that it is 
clear from the said decision that the rates of return on paid up capital and 
working capital are not inflexible and should be suitably modified in the 
light of the cirumstances of each case. The circumstances in this ca e accord 
ing to the Man geme it would warrant a payment at 9 % and 6 % respetive 
ly. MW , has depo.ed in his sworn statement that we have claimed 9 % on 
paid up capital and 6 % on working capital in Ext. M2 worksheet, because 
the income tax rate his been changed since 19 0 and the dividends paybles 
are subject to 30 % tax. Prior to 196 ) the divi lends were declared free of tax . 
In the year 1951-52 the money market rate was 3 to 31 % wh le in 1961-62 it 
is 6 10 64 per cent. We would get 5 to 57 % if we put our reserve in 1961 62 
in a Sheduled Bank whereas in 1951-52, the rate was 14 to 2 % ." . The 
learned counsel for the Management continued that these me erial changes 
in the circumsiances fully establish and justify the claim of the Management 
for 9 % and 6 % on paid up capital and on the reserves used as working 
capital respectively, as fair and reasonable . 

19. The learned counsel for the Union opposed the argumants put 
forward by the Management and submit ed that the entire paid up capital 
in this case is represented by the ordinary share capital, and that there is a 
long line of decisions allowing only 6 % return on paid up capital made up 
of ordinary s are value, viz., decisions reported in 1960-1-LL ) at page 809 ; 
1959-II LLJ at page 357 ; 1961-I- LLJ at page 324 ; 1962-I-LLJ at page 405 . 
He has also cited a recent decision of the Supreme Court in Burn & Co., 
Vs. Their workmen reported in 1964- I- LLJ at page 370 , wherein Their 
Lordships of the Supreme Court have discussed and decided the issue . The 
Supreme Court have negatived the demand for raising the return on ordi 
nary share capital beyond 6 % . They have observed : 

“ Weare of opinion that the Tribunal was also right in 
holding that such an increase was not admissible in respect 

ofthe ordinary shares." 
The learned counsel for the Management has argued that the bonus involv 
ed in all the decisions mentioned by theUnion counsel except the 1964 deci 
sion are for the period before 1959 and the Finance Act has come into force 
only after 1959 , and so the changes have occurred only after the said year. 
But in the 1964 decision the bonus involved was for the year 1959. Any 
how taking into consideration the consensus of opinion of the Learned 
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Judges of the various High Courts of the Nation and Their Lordships of the 
Supreme Court, I am ofopinion that this Management has not proved in 
particular, any peculiar circumstances where n they are entitled to claim 
more than 6 % return on paid up capital. The 30 % taxation on the 
dividend and he changes envisaged in the Income Tax Law etc., apply to all 
concerns generally . There is no hing to show that this Management concern 
is having a unique difficulty with regared to taxation and dividends. 

20. With regard to reserves ploughed in as working capital the Union 
accepts the Company s figure of Rs. 739.,942 as the total of the reserves 
employed as working capital. Bu the Unions disagree on the claim of 6 % 
return on the working capital made by the Management. The Unions 
counsel pointed out that the Full Bench of the Labour Appc late Tribunal 
in its formula as in 1950 -LLJ-1247 as well as in 1960 I-LLJ page 585 
provided only 2 % relurn on the reserves employed as working capital. On 
a consideration of the innumerable number of decisions on this point by the 
various High Courts of he Na ion and the decisions of Their Lordships of 
the Supreme Court, I am of opinion that neither the claim of the Manage 
ment nor the demand of the Union on this point can be upheld . It will be 
only jnst and reasonable when I declare that the Management is entitled to 
a return of 4 % on the reserves employed as working capital. 

21. The next and most important controversy between the parties is 
the question and quantum of rehabilitation. The Management has claimed 
in Ext.M2 worksheet an amount of Rs. 4,51,117 as the annualrehabilitation 
required ; from this the depreciation for the year of Rs. 2,31,055 has been 
deducted and the net amount of the prior charge of annual rehabilitation 
claimed is Rs. 2,20,119 . MW3 and MW4 are the two witnesses who were 
examined to prove the life of the machinery and buildings and the amount 
required for rehabilitating the machinery and buildings. According to the 
ManagementMW3 and MW4 are expert witnesses who are competent to 
prove the life of the machinery and buildings and the amounts required 
towards rehabilitation. MW5 is the witnesswho has proved the calculations. 
The two important features of the Management s case on the issue of 
rehabilitation are (1) the Management has not claimed any rehabilitation 
for machinery and buildings erected and constructed after 1-4-1948 ; (2) 
the devisor used by the Management is 15 for plant and machinery and 21 
for buildings. MW3 has given evidence that the total life of the buildings 
constructed prior to 1-4-1948 is only 27. MW4has given evidence that the 
useful total life of the textile machinery is only 15. The learned counsel 
for the Management vehemently argued that there is no reason whatso-ever 
that the evidence adduced by MW3 and MW4 should not be accepted . 

22. The learned counsel for the Union has been declaring even at the 
outsetwith regard to the rehabilitation that there is no need to provide 
anything for rehabilitation over and above the depreciation already allowed 
in the accounts of this case. He continued and submitted that the burden of 
proof of rehabilitation claim is admittedly on the Management and the 
Managementhas not proved their claims satisfactorily. The Tribunals have 
been cautioned that the Managements are becoming rehabilitation consci. 
ous only for the purpose of the formula and that the claim has, therefore, to be 
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proved to the satisfaction of the tribunal. As otherwise no allowance should 
be given in this regard . According to the learned counsel for the Union the 
expert produced to prove the rehabilitation claim of the building, firstly has 
no expe ience of textile mills buildings. The witness has admitted that the 
reeling shed and the administrative buildings are not subject to any greatstrain 
Hehas also acquiesced that the administrative buildings is good for 50 years 
more. But the Management s worksheet :would speak about the life of all 
buildings as to end within 10 years from now . The Management has not 
worked out the rehabilitation claim based on any expert study really . The 
rehabiliation statements were furnished to the court in August , 1963. The so 
called bulding expert admitted having been called in to make a study, only 
in Decembr, 1963. Therefore, it is evident that the Management has put 
in certain claims and a witness was purchased for substantiating their claims 
later on . MW3 is a witness who does not deserve reliance. MW3 has not. 
approached his job in the manner an expert would have done. He has 
kept no notes of his inspection and prepared no report. Hehas adinitted 
that he depends upon his memory which is extremely an unscientitic way 
of discharging his duties. The learned counsel for the Union further argued 
that since the witness MW3has admitted that he has not sent any bill to the 
Managementfor his inspection and that the payment will be demanded only 
after adducing evidence before this court, it would point out that this witness 
has been hired by the Managemeat to give evidence and the hire charge 
would be given to him aiter his successful tendering of evidence as far as the 
Management is concerned . 

23. Any how.on a careful scrutiny of the deposition of MW3 and on 
a meticulous examination of the same, I am forced to obsrve that MW3 
was not very clear and his version is more or less ambiguous. With regard 
to the witness ex imined to prove the li c of the machinery etc , the learned 
counsel for the Union argued that according to this expert s evidence the 
machinery of the Mills should have died during the previous year at 
least. According to MW4 s estimate the machi..ery cannot last beyond 
15 years. So that, the machinery should have crumbled to dust in the year 
1963, since they were bought in the year 1948. But the fact, remains that 
even in the year 1964, the mill is working quite commentably and the 
concern has made a profit of over Rs. 10 lakhs in 1962, when the paid up 
capital is only 15 lakhs. With regard to MW4 also the defects poin ed out 
in the case of MW3are brought out in force. This witness also has not 

made any report of his studies till date. This witnes ; admitted that hehas 
is made th : study on March , 1961. The study was confined to one after 

noon . The learned counsel for the Union points out that in the case of 
MW I also the payment is admittedly expected only after tendering evidence 

before this court to the dictates of the Management. 
124. On going through the evidence adduced by both MW3 and MW4 

the only conclusion to which one catı arrive at, is that, these two witnesses 
who were claimed as experts by the Manag,ment, have made their inspec. 
tion only after a number of months since the Management have submitted 
their worksheet during August, 1963. MW3 has made his inspection during 
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perts at the time. 


December, 1963 and MW4 has made his study during March , 1964, i.e. 
much after the the submission of the worksheet of the Management showing 
the rehabilitation claim . Therefore, it is abundantly clear that the claim 
put forward by the Management was not based on any report of any cx 

25. The learned counsel for the Union has also pointed out another 
important factor with regard to the machinery. MW4 has admitted in his 
sworn statement that if the machinery in an industrial concern is in a 
condition of breaking down immediately, the maintenance charges in a year 
would exceed 10 % of the undepreciated value of the machinery , i. e, the 
maintenance cost will be very high ,which would prove that the n achinery 
should be discarded . On page 6 of Ext: M1, the maintenance charge of 
machinery is given and it is Rs. 824 for the year. At çage 11 of Ext. Mi 
the undepreciated value of the machinery is shown as follows : 

Plant and machinery - Rs. 38,83,552 
Electrical Equipments — Rs. 3,95,202 


Rs. 42,78 754 
When the maintenance charge is Rs. 824 in a year for the machinery worth 
the value ofRs. 42,78,754, it shows a very healthy stage ofmachinery that 
is gocd for at least a score of years. This fact disproves the evidence that 
the machinery has spent its useful liſe based on the 15 year period . The 
learned counsel for the Union vehemently asserted that this witness do not 
deserve any credence. 

26. I am of opinion that there is much force in the said argument of 
the learned counsel for the Union . Further, he has cited a number of 
rulings supporting his position ofwhich the ruling of the Supreme Court 
reported in 1962-1-LL ) at page 223 in the dispute , Textile Mills in Coim 
batore District and their workmen throwsmuch light upon the subject. 
Their Lordships of the Supreme Court have discussed elaborately this subject 
at page 226. The mills wanted the life to be detern. ined as 15 years not from 
the date of inception but from 1955 (for the old milis) but the Sup eme 
Court rejected the demand for 15 and fixed it at 25 years. The observation 
is as follows: 

" We confirm the finding of the Tribunal that the estimated 
life of the Textile Machinery in question should be taken to be 

25 years” . 
The learned counsel adds that the mills which were parties to this dispute 
are mostly pre-world War II Mills , but Cannanore Mills is a post war 
Mills . 

27. Ext. M5 is the rehabilitation statement of the Management. The 
learned counsel for the Union pointed out that the Management has com 
mitted a very serious error in Ext. M5, wherein they have not deducted the 
amounts standing in the depreciation and reserves funds from the total 
requirements for rehabilitation of the machinery as well as the buildings. 
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The learned counsel cited the famous ruling of the Supreme Court in A.C.C. 
case reported in 1959-I- LLI at page 644 wherein this fact is observed Ly 
Their Lordships at page 670. The observation is as follows: 

" In dealing with the employer s claim for rehabilitation, 
Tribunals have always placed the onus of proof on the employer. 
He has to prove the price of the plant and machinery, its age the 
period during which it requires replacer ent, the cost of replace 
ment, the arrounts standing in the depreciation and reserve funds, 
and to what extent the funds at his disposal would meet the cust 

of replacement.” 
and also 

" B " fore actually awarding a proper amount in respect of 
rehabilitation for the bonus year certain deductions have to be 
maie . The first deduct on is made on account of the break down 
value of the plant and machinery, which is usual y calculated at 
the rate of 5 % of the cost price of the block in question , then the 
depreciation and general liquid rese.ves available to the employer 

are deducted." 
In Ext. M5 the Management has not deducted the depreciation available 
and also the reserves available from the total requirements, so that, it is 
prima facie evident that Ext. M5 cannot be accepted as such . The learned 
counsel for the Union has submitted a rehabilitation statement on 
11th November, 1963 without prejudice to his contentions. This was not 
marked as an exhibit. In this statement although he does not agree w th 
the multiplier and devisor used by the Management in Ext M5, for argu 
ment sake, he accepts them for the time teing, and shows that even if the 
calculation of the Management in Ext M5 is approved , when the deductions 
of depreciation upto the year 1960-61 and reserves available as shown in 
Ext. Ml are done, both in the case of machinery and buildings, the annual 
rehabilitation amount would come up to a much less amount than the 
statutory depreciation, i. e. 2,31,055 already allowed . So that he has 
assorted that nothing will be due to the Management in the way of rehabi 
litation . 
*** 28. The learned counsel for the Management opposed these conten 
tions and submitted that out of the total reserves of Rs. 45,67,304 a sum of 
Rs. 38,07,362 has already been used for the fixed assets and the balance 
used as working capital, and he has also given a statement showing the 
reserves used in fixed assets wherein he has pointed out that depreciation 
reserves sunk in fixed assets would be Rs. 38,07,362 in the relevant year. 
Of course the statement cannot prove itself, how Rs. 38,07,362 which are the 
depreciation reserves, are sunk in fixed assets and this was not proved 
specifically by, any relaible evidence. Any how the contentions of the 
Mariagement that they have not got any reserves to be deducted cannot be 
upheld in toto. 

29. The learned counsel for the Management then po nted out that in 
Ext. M7 award , the Industrial Tribunal, Ernakulam -I, has granted the claim 
of the Management for rehabilitation to the tune of Rs. 3,63,002 as the 
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annual amount of rehabilitation . This award was passed in respect of the 
demand for bonus for the year 1955-56 . In Ext.Mi dispute , the Manage 
ment had submitted two separate rehabilitation statements, one calculated as 
per the Labour Appellate Tribunal Formula and the other calculated as per 
1957 market quotations. The rehabilitation calculation on the basis of the 
Full Bench Formula came up to Rs. 4,83,944 and the calculation on the 
basis of market quotation came up to Rs. 3,63,002. The then Industrial 
Tribunal chose bctween the two, the rehabilitation amount calculated on the 
bas s of market quotations. It is rot clear on a reading of the award the 
data on which this calculation was accepted by the learned predecessor. 
Ahy how in the instant case if the Management was of a firm opinion that 
the calculation in Ext. M7 award was correct, they could have placed before 
this court even at the outset the calculations based on the same. But as is 
seen from Ext. M5, the Management has submitted the rehabilitation state 
ment on a different calculation from that of Ext. M7 award . 

30. On considcring all the aspects of the question of rehabilitation and 
the contentions and affirmations of the learned counsel for the Management 
and the Union , I have no hesitation to come to the conclusion that in the 
instant case, the Management is not entitled to any rehabilitation since they 
have not adduced any relaible evidence in order to convince this court. 
Therefore, the available surplus based on the aforesaid discussions and 
conclusions would be as follows:

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31. The Management has already paid 4 months basic wages which 
would come up to Rs. 1,64,000. The demand is for an add tional bonus of 
four months basic wages. But on a consid :ration of the new enterprises 
(MaheMJ:) started by the Management, I am of opinion that the 
employees must be sati:fied with an additional bonus of two months basic 
wages,which on calculation would come up to Rs. 82,000. Therefore , the 
balance of available surplus after payment of the 6 months basic wages as 
bonus to the employces will be Rs. 4,14,167 --

But the Management is entitled to get an income tax rebate at the rate of 
5 % , that will be equal to Rs. 1 23,000. Therefore on a tutal, the Manage 
rent would be getting Rs. 2,91,167, when the workmen would be getting 
Rs. 2,46 000. This according to me is not an unfair distribution . Therefore, 
I hereby award 2 months (two months) basic wages as additional bonus to 
the workmen concerned in addition to four months basic wages already paid 
as bonus by the Management. 

This award shall come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

( 2) The new ratio of 1 :1 will be applied to them only upto the last 
graduate in service among them as on 1-7-1962 as well as to the non -gradua :cs 
who are senior to the last graduate as on 1-7-1962 and who acquire the 
graduate qualification before the last graduate in service as on 1-7-1962 is 
appointed as Sub -Registrars.

(a ) The quantity thatmay be imported into Kerala or possessed 
while in Kerala or exported out of Kerala shall not exceed the quantity 
allowed to be possessed at a time under the permit issued from the State from 
he comes into Kerala . 

(b) The permit holder shall bring with him his opium permit and 
also a certificate from the Excise or Police authority of the place from where 
he comes, evidencing the grant of such permit and the permit shall be got 
countersigned by any Excise Officer not below the rank of an Inspector in 
charge of the first destination in Kerala . 

(c) The opium shall be consumed in Kerala or taken back to the 
State which issued the permit, within onemonth from the date of counter 
signature of the permitas laid down in sub-rule (b) above. 
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(d ) If he prolongs his stay in Kerala beyond the period laid down 
in sub -rule (c) above, he shall obtain a permit in Form O. P. II under rule 
24 of these rules on surrender of the permit issued from the State from which 
he comes to Kerala. He shall not however, be required to obtain and 
produce a fresh medical certificate . 

17- B . Any holder of the permit in Form O. P. II may take with him , 
when visiting any other State, such quantity of Opium as is permitted to be 
possessed at a time under his permit” .

Applications are being received from them 
through their commanding officers without affixing stamps. There is a good 
case for exempting serving military personnelfrom affixing court fee stamp 
on their applications.

- In exercise of the powers conferred by rule II of the 
Kerala Sweet Toddy Rules, 1962, the Government of Kerala hereby exempt 
the Neera Parlours conducted by the Khadi and Village Industries Commis 
sion , from the operation of rules 6 , 7 and 8 of the said rules in respect of the 
storing and selling of Neera to public generally, subject to the following 
conditions, namely: 

(i) Tapping of trees shall be restricted to a radius of 5 miles from 
the Parlour. 

( ii) Ncera at the production centre shall be measured and 
transported to the Parlour in sealed cases . 

(iii) Neera sold at the Parlour shall not be taken out of the premises 
for consumption . 
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Provided that the Prohibition Commissioner may on special occasions 
allow the possession and sale of neera in any place other than the licensed 
premises either on payment of a fee or an additional fee to be fixed by him 
or free of such fee. 

(iv) Sale shall be allowed only between 6 a . m . and 7 p . m . 

(v ) If palmyra trees alone are tapped , sale shall be - restricted to 
morning hours only that is from 7 a . m . to 12.30 p . m . 

(vi). Any juice that is fermented during the working hours of the 
Parlour shall immediately be destroyed . 

(vii) Unsold neera remaining after the expiry of the time stipulated 
in conditions (iv ) and (v), as the case may be, shall be utilised for the 
manufacture of jaggery or destroyed immediately . 

(viii) The Khadi and Village Industries Commission is exempted 
from payment of the license fee thatmay be prescribed by the Government in 
the case ofNeera Parlours opened with the sanction of the Government.

CHAPTER I 

Preliminary 
1. Skort title .--- (1) These rules may be called the Kerala Village Courts 
Rules, 1964. 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on such date as the Government may 
by notification in the Gazette appoint. 
2. Definitions. In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires - 
(a ) " the Act” means the Kerala Village Courts Act, 1960 (Act 6 

of 1961) ; 
(b ) “ Chief Ministerial Oflicer" means the clerk of the Village Court 

and if there are more than one such clerk in the staff of the 

Village Court, one of them to be designated as the chief clerk ; 
(c ) " Form ” means a form appended to these rules : 
(d ) " Registrar s means the Registrar of Village Courts appointed 

under section 111 of the Act. 
3. Forms. The forms appended to these rules may be used with such : 
variations as circunstances may require. Where no forms are prescribed . 
the appropriate forms prescribed under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 
(Act 5 of 1908 ), the Civil Rules of Practice, the Code of Criminal l rocedure, 
1898 (Act 5 of 1893) and the Criminal Rules of Practice with suitable modi 
fications may be used , in the absence of any express provision to the contrary 


CHAPTER II 

Constitution ofCourts 
4. Reservation of seats to women and members of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes.---(1) In every Village Court constituted under section 6 of the Act, 
one seat shall be reserved for a woman . 
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(2) . In every Village Court constituted for an area where the popula . 
tion of the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes is not less than ten per 
cent ofthe total population , one seat shall be reserved for a member of the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes , 

5. Selection of persons by local authorities.- (1 ) As soon as may be on the esta 
blishment of a Village Court under section 5 of the Act or on the occurrence 
of a vacancy in a Village Court, the Registrar shall require the Panchayat or 
the Municipal Council or the Corporation Council as the case may be , exer. 
cising jurisdiction over the area for which the Village Court has been establish 
ed , to suggest the names of persons to be appointed , to the Village Court 
as Chairman and member as the case may be, to the said vacancy . 

( 2) The selection of persons by the Panchayat or the Municipal 
Council or the Corporation Council, shall be made in the manner hereinafter 
specified 

6. Selection to be made in a meeting specially convened for the purpose.- (1 ) In the 
case of a Village Court established for the area within the jurisdiction of a 
Panchayat, or of a Municipal Council or of a Corporation Council , the scle. 
ction of persons for appointment asmembers ofa Village Court shall be made 
in a meeting of the Panchayat or of the Municipal Council or ofthe Corpora 
tion Council, as the case may be, specially convened for the purpose on 
such date and time asmay be fixed by the Registrar in this regard . 

(2 ) In the case of a Village Court established for the area within the 
jurisdiction of a group of Panchayats, such selection of persons shall be made 
in a jointmeeting of themembers of the Panchayats concerned , specially con 
vened for the purpose by the Block Development Officer having jurisdiction 
over the area on such date and time as may be fixed by the Registrar in this 
regard . 

7. Service of notice of meeting: Notice of the place, date and hour of the 
meeting under sub -rule (1) of rule 6 shall be given to the members at least 
ten clear days previous to the day fixed for the meeting by the President of the 
Pinchayat or the Chairman of the Municipal Council or the Mayor of the 
Corporation Council, as the case may be. " In the case of a jointmeeting of 
themembers of a group of Panchayats under sub -rule (2 ) of rule 6 , such notice 
shall be given by the Block Development Officer. The notice shall specify 
the last date which shall be at least seven clear days before the date of the 
meeting, before which the members may propose the names of candidates 
to fill the vacancies. Public notice shall also be given affixing the notice 
in the notice board of the local authorities, 

8. Filing of proposals.- Proposals for selection of any person shall be filed 
in Form No.1. A candidate for nomination to fill the vacancies shall be 
proposed by one member and seconded by another . It shall reach the autho 
rity convening themeeting before the date and hour fixed in the notice men 
tioned in rule 7. No person who is not qualified or disqualified to be a mem 
ber of a Village Court under these rules shall be proposed for selection . 
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9. Publication of list of proposals.- Proposals received under rule 8 shall, on 
the day next to the day fixed for the receipt of proposals, be published in the 
notice board of the Panchayat or Panchayats or the Municipal Council or the 
Corporation Council, as the case may be. 

10. Quorum for meeting.- (1) The meeting for the selection of any persons 
underthese rules shall not be held unless a quorum of one half ofthe total sanc 
tioned strength ofmembers of the Panchayat or Municipal Council or Cor 
poration Council concerned is present at the meeting. 

( 2) In the case of a jointmeeting of a group of Panchayats convencd 
under sub-rule (2) of rule 6, the meeting shall be presided over by the Block 
Development Officer or any other officer authorised by him in this behalf. 

11. Procedure for selection .- (1) If the number of candidates whose names 
are proposed for slection is cqual to the number of vacancies , the president of 
the meeting shall declare all such candidates duly selected . 

(2 ) If thenumber of such candidates exceeds the number of vacancies, 
the votes of the members present shall be taken by ballot. 

12. Manner of recording votes and counting. - Every member wishing to vote 
shall be supplied with a voting paper on which the names of all the candidates 
shall be printed , typed or legibly written in the following form :

(2) Every member wishing to vote shall then proceed to the place 
set apart for the purpose and there place a mark ( X ) against the name of the 
candidate forwhom he wishes to vote . He shall then fold up the votir.g paper 
so as to conceal his vote and deposit it in a ballot box placed in the view of the 
Presidentof themeeting and so constructed that the paper may be placed 
therein but not extracted thereficm withcut the Lox Leirg oper.cd. The 
President ofthe meeting shall then open the box and count the votes in the 
presence of the members. 

(3) If there is only one vacancy, the candidate who secures thelargest 
number of votes shall be declared to be selected . If there be an equality of 
votes between two or more candidates, the President of the meeting shall draw 
lots in the presence of the members and the person whose nameis 1u1st drawn 
shall be declared to be selected. 


(4 ) If there are two or more vacancies, the candidate who obtains 
the smallest number of votes shall be eliminated and the votes taken again . 
If there is an equality of votes among all the candidates or if two or more can 
didates lowest on the list have obtained an equalnumber of votes , the President 
of the meeting shall ascertain by casting lots in the presence of the members 
which of them shall be eliminated . The elimination shall be repeated until 
as many candidates as there are vacancies are left. 

(5) Any voting paper which contains the signature or writing of the 
voting members or over which the mark (X ) is placed against more than one 
name shall be invalid . 

(6 ) After selecting the required number of persons in the manner 
aforesaid , if there is a vacancy in the office of the Chairman , themeeting shall 
select one from among the existing or proposed members of the Village Court 
to be appointed as the Chairman . The procedure laid down in rule il and in 
this rule shall apply mutatis mutandis to the selection of a person for the office 
of Chairman . 

(7 ) Immediately after the meeting , the list of persons selected by the 
meeting shall be forwarded by the President of the meeting to the Registrar. 
Tie Registrar shall, after holding enquiries whether the candidates proposed 
are duly qualified to be appointed to the Village Court, forward the listwith 
his comments to the Government. 

(8) The Government in appointing the members of a Village Court : 
shall designate one of them other than the Chairman as the senior member . 

13. Qualifications of members of Village Courts.- No person shall be eligible 
for appointment as a member of a Village Court unless he 

(a ) has completed the age of 30 years ; 
(d ) is ordinarily resident for a period of not less than 6 months within 

the area for which the Village Court has been established ; 
(c) is able to read and write the language in use in the area for which 

the Village Court has been established ; and 
(d ) in the case of a seat l eserved for the Scheduled Castes and the 

Scheduled Tribes, such person is a member of any of the Sche 

duled Castes or Scheduled Tribes . 
14. Disqualifications of members of Village Courts. - (1) A person shall be dis 
qualified for being appointed as, or for being a member of the Village Court - 
(a ) If he is an officer or servant under the Act or an officer or servant 

of the State or CentralGovernment or of a local authority or an 
officer or servant in any institution notified by the Government 

in this behalf ; or 
(b ) ifhe is a member of a Panchayat or of a Municipal Council or of 

a Municipal Corporation ; or 
(c) if he is of unsound mind or stands so declared by a competent 

court ; or 


(d ) if he is an applicant to be adjudicated an insolvent or an undis 

charged insolvent. or 
(e) if he is dismissed or suspended from the service of theGovernment 
or of any other service recognised by the Government or of any local authority 
for corruption or disloyalty to State ; or 
(f) if he has been sentenced by a criminal court to imprisonment for 

any offence involving moral turpitude, such offence not having 

been pardoned ; or 
(g) if he is debarred from practising as a legal practitioner by ccmpe 

tent authority ; or 
(h ) if he is a leper or a deaf mute. 

( 2) If any question arises as to whether a member of a Village Court 
has become subject to any of the disqualifications mentioned in sub -rule (1), 
the question shall be referred to the Governmentwhose decision thereon shali 
be final. 

15. Oath of Office.- (1) The Chairman and every member of a village 
Court shall before entering upon their offices make ar.d subscribe an oath or 
affirmation in the form set out in sub -rule (2). The Chairman shall make 
and subscribe such oath or affirmation before the munsiff having jurisdiction 
over the area . The members shall make and subscribe such oath or affirma 
tion before the Chairman , 

(2 ) The oath or affirmation under sub -rule (1) shall be in the following 
form :

.having been appointed a 
member / Chairman . 

Village 
Court do swear in the name ofGod/ solemnly affirm that I will bear true faith 
and allegiance to the Constitution of India as by law established , that I will 
uphold the soverignty and integrity of India and that I will duly and faithfully 
and to the best of my ability , knowledge and judgment perform the duties 
ofmyoffice without fear or favour or affection or ill-will and that Iwill uphold 
the Constitution and the laws. 

(3) The Chairman or member appointed to a casual vacancy shall 
also make and subscribe an oath or affirmation in the form set out in sub-rule(2 ) 
before entering upon his office. 

16. Honorarium and other allowances to the members.- The Chairman and 
members of a Village Court shall be paid such allowances and honoraria as 
the Government may fix from time to time. 

17. Office of Village Courts.- (1) Every Village Court shall have an office 
at such place as may be fixed by the Government. Every Village Court shall 
have a room and the sittings shall be held openly in that room . 

(2 ) In the case of a Village Court established for a group of Panchayats , 
thesittings ofthe Courtmay be held at such places within the Panchayat areas 
concerned , if so allowed by the Government. 
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18. Office hours. — The working hours of the office of the Village Court shall 
ordinarily be from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m.or at such hours as may be fixed by the 
Government from timeto time, on all working days with the usual interval for 
lunch . 

19. Cause list -The Bench Clerk shall prepare before the commencement 
of the sitting of the Village Court a list in From No. 2 of the cases coming up 
before it on the day . The list shall be prepared strictly in accordance with 
the priority of institution of the suits or other proceedings. It shall specify 
the number and year of the suit , the namesof the plaintiff/s ; the names of the 
defendant/s and their pleaders or recognised agents , the names of the parties 
not represented and a clear indication of the nature ofthe case and the purpose 
of the posting : 

20. Roll call of cases.--- The Bench Clerk shall make available the cause list 
to the Village Court. The cases posted for the day will be called out as far as 
possible in the order in which they occur in the cause list as soon as the sitting 
commences. 

21. Sheet diary.-- For every case there shall be a sheet diary in Form No. 3 . 
The sheet diary shall contain concise but faithful entries relating to every pro 
ceeding and stage of the suit beginning with its institution and ending with its 
final disposal. The gist of the the suit and the orders of the Court shall be 
entered in the diary . It shall be written up by the Bench clerk promptly and 
systamatically in black or blue black ink and shall be initialled on the dates of 
the posting by the Chairman or the member presiding , as the case may be . 

22. Diary Register . The entries in the sheet diary shall be copied from day 
to day in the diary register. Separate pages must be allotted in the register 
for each case . The Chief Ministerial Officer shall verify the entries and initial 
below the entries on the dates on which they are made. 

23. Order sheet. — There shall be an order sheet for every case in the hand 
of the Chairman or the Member presiding, hearing the case . Entries shall 
be made in the order sheet on each day of the posting of the case, noting the 
date, purpose of the posting,the work transacted on the day and the date and 
purpose 

of the succeeding postings, if any . 
24. Seal of office and Notice Board . --for every Village Court there shall be a 
seal of office and a notice board . 

25. Slamps. — If any application which requires Court fee stamp is unstam . 
ped the ChiefMinisterial Officer shall direct the person presenting it to rectify 
the defect within a specified time, not exceeding one week . If the defect is 
not rectified within the time fixed , the Chief Ministerial Officer shall produce 
the application before the Chairman or the Member presiding , who shall pass 
thereon such order as he deems fit. 

26. Impounding of instruments. — The Chief Ministerial Officer shall examine 
cvery instrument produced before him so as to ascertain whether it is duly 
stamped and if it is not properly stamped he shall bring it to the notice of 
the Chairman or the senior member who shall impound the same. 


27. Permanent Advance.-- Every Village Court shall have such permanent 
advance as may be allowed by the Government. 

28. Collection of civil court deposits, balla and other miscellaneous ilms. - The 
civil court deposits , process batta and other miscellaneous collections of the 
court will be kept in the custody of the ChiefMinisterial Officer and shall be 
remitted in the Treasury after 21 days from the date of receipt of the amounts 
in court if not claimed or otherwise issued or disbursed . The Chairman or 
in his absence the seniormember may reclaim and withdraw such amounts 
from the Treasuries when required in accordance with the provisions con 
tained in the Kerala Financial and Account Code. 

29. Security deposits.-- The Chief Ministerial Officer shall deposit with the 
Government such security and in such manner as the Goverr.ment may by 
order specify . 

30. Audit . - The Government shall arrange for the periodical audit of the 
accounts and of themovables held by the Village Court. 

31. Fair copies of orders-- Final orders passed by the Village Court on appli 
cations heard by it shall be fair copied , duly compared with the original, ar.d 
then signed by the person or persons who passed them . 

32. Register of final orders. - There shall be a register of final orders in every 
Village Court. The finalorders passed by the Village Court shall be promptly 
copied in the register date-war and the Chief Ministerial Officer shall initial 
below the entry , after verification. At the end of the register an index of its 
contents shall be entered . 

33. Return of documents. - Any document produced for evidence in any case 
shall be returned to the party producing the same on his application made 
within three months of the final disposal of the case. A penalty of seventy 
five paise shall be imposed for entertaining every application after the expiry 
of the above period . 

Explanation : A case shall be deemed to be finally disposed of only after 
the revision or appeal, if any, is finally decided . 

34. Submission of records for appeal or revision .-- Soon after the decision of a 
case , the records relating to it shall be completed , arranged and indexed and 
consigned to the Records. They shall whenever demai:ded be forwarded to 
the appellate or revisional court. 

35. Records to be kept safely. - There shall be provision in every Village 
Court to keep the records safely and in tact. The records shall be arranged 
year-war and in the order of their numbers. Indices of the records shall be 
prepared for reference . 

36. Records to be permanently preserved .-- Originals of final orders , and the 
registers specified below shall be permanently preserved namely : 

( 1) Register of suits ; 
(2 ) Diary register; 
( 3 ) Cash Book ; 
(4 ) Ledger ; 
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(5 ) Register of final orders ; 
(6 )

33. Register of C.C.D. Receipts; 
34. Register of C.C.D. Repayments ; 
35. Receipts - Miscellaneous items; 
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36. Receipt - C.C.D .; 
37. Register of stationery in the form prescribed by Government for use 

in Government offices ; 
38. Maintenance of Registers . — The Chief Ministerial Officer shall be 
responsible for the maintenance of the registers. The registers shall be 
periodically inspected by the Chairman of the Village Court. 


CHAPTER III 

Inspection of Documents 
39. Parties to be allowed to inspect documents.-- Any party to a suit or other 
proceeding before the Village Court shall be at liberty to inspect any document 
recited or referred to in the suit or proceeding and filed in the Village Court. 
He shall not,however,be allowed to take any note or copy of any record shown 
to him . In case he requires copy ofany record , he shall apply for a certified 
copy of the same, 

40. Inspection to be free during pendency of proceeding. - Every party desiring 
inspection of any document recited or referred to in any suit or proceeding 
under rule 39 shall present a memorandum specifying the document ofwhich 
inspection is required . The inspection shall be allowed without payment of 
any fee during the pendency of the suit or proceeding. 

41. Fee payable in other cases.--- Iftheleave to inspect any document is granted 
under rule 39 or rule 40 , the inspection of the record shall be made in the 
presence of any officer specified by the Chairman or the senior member 
The fee for inspection except where inspection without payment is 
permitted under rule 39 shall be seventy - five Paise for every hour or part of 
an hour, during which time the specified officer shall be engaged and shall be 
paid by way of Court Fee stanips affixed to the application . The fee so levied 
shall not be refunded on any account. 

42. Search of records and search fee. - On every application for search of docu 
ments, search fee at the following rates shall be paid in 
namely : 
(a) When the document belongs to any year, prior to the calendar 

year, but is notmore than 10 years old , fifty Paise ; 
(b ) when the document is more than ten years old one rupee 

(Rupee one only) : 
Provided that no such fce need be paid by a party to the suit or proceeding 
where the application for search is made during the pendency of the suit or 
proceeding: 

Explanation . For the purposes of this rule , only one scarch fee need be 
paid for all documents forming part of the record n the same su t or proceed 
ing and the document shall be deemerl to be of the date of the proceeding of 
which it forms part.

CHAPTER IV 


Certified Copies 
43. Grant of certified copies.- (1 ) Any person entitled to obtain a copy of any 
proceeding or document filed in or in the custody of the Village Court may 
present an application for the same. 

( 2) Copies of minutes of the Chairman and other members of the 
Village Court or other confidential papers shall not be granted . 

(3) Along with every application for copies, copying stamp papers 
necessary for preparing copies shall be supplied . The number of papers to be 
so supplied shall be calculated at the rate ofone copy stamp paper of the value 
of twenty Paise for every 175 words in English or 125 words in Malayalam , 
Tamil or Kanarese or the fractions of 175 or 125 words, as the case may be. 

Note : -- Each statement, account report, petition , order or the like should 
be treated as a separate document and should be written on separate copying 
stamp paper. 

(4 ) Copies shall be transcribed only on the front page of every stamp 
paper. All copies shall be certified to be true copies and shall also be sealed 
with the seal of the Village Court. 

(5) Every copy shall bear an endorsement showing the following 
articulars and be initialled by the person preparing the copy namely : 

the year and number of the proceeding; 

the name of the Village Court; 
(c) the name of the applicant; 

the number and date of the application ; 
date of calling for additional stamp papers, it aly ; 
date of production of the same; 

date of appearance to receive the copy ; and 
(h ) date of delivery of the copy. 

(6 ) The cost of furnishing copies of plaints to the defendants shall 
be calculated at the rate of fifty paise for the first copy l and twenty-five 
paise for every subsequent copy to a maximum of five rupees for the entire 
set of copies. 


CHAPTER V 


Miscellaneous 


44. Administrative control in the absence of the Chairman.- In the absence of the 
Chairman , the senior member of the Village Court shall exercise powers relating 
to the administrative control and adjustment of the work in the Village Court. 

45. Meeting of Village Courts.--All meetings of the Village Court shall be 
convened by the Chairman . It shall however be competent to the Court,

by common consent, to decide that meetings shall be held on specified dates 
of the week or month , as the case may be. The Chairman shall convene the 
meetings so often as shallbe necessary for the promptdespatch of the business 
before the Court. 

46. Sittings for criminal cases.-- A member who is absent at the commence 
ment of the trial or at any subsequent stage of a case shall not take part at any 
subsequent stage of the case. If in the course of the trial of a case or proceed 
ing at any time before the judgment, the Chairman or any member of the 
Village Court trying the case or proceeding die; or does not attend for any 
cause whatsoever, the trial shall proceed with the other members unless their 
number is less than three when the trial shall commence de -novo . 

47. Process fee. - Fee chargeable for issue, service and execution of processes 
in the village courts shall be as follows:

48. Notice to parties under section 16 .--Notice to parties intimating the 
transfer ofany suit or proceeding undersub- section ( 1) of section 16 of the Act 
shall be in Form No.23. Where any party has applied for the transfer ofany 
suit or proceeding from a Village Court to a Munsiff s Court, an opportunity 
shall be given to the other party or parties to be heard in the matter. Notice 
to the parties in such cases shall be in Form No. 24. After hearing the partics, 
the Munsiff shall pass appropriate orders on the petition , either allowing it 
or dismissing it . In dismissing the petition , the Munsiff may award costs. 
Where the suit or proceeding has been transferred to another Village Court, 
a notice in Form No. 25 shall be issued to the partics by that Village Court. 

49. Summons to defendant. The summons to a defendant under section 20 
of the Act shall be in Form No. 26 . 

50 . Written notice. --The written notice under sub -section (2) of section 23 
of the Act shall be in Form No. 27. 

51. Notice under section 28.--Notice to the opposite party under section 
28 of the Act shallbe in Form No. 28 . 
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52. Counter claims. - Counter claim , if any, shall be raised in the written 
statement. If no such claim is raised in the written statement filed, the party 
shall not be allowed to raise it at any later stage of the case. No counter claim 
shall be allowed to be raised unless a separate suit for the purpose is triable by 
the Village Court. In a suit where a counter claim is raised,the plaintiff may be 
allowed to file a replication . If the claim is notadmitted by the plaintiff, the 
defendant may adduce evidence in support of the claim . The decree in the 
case shall be for any sum which may finally appear to be due to either party. 

53. Third party procedure .-- The procedure in regard to the proceedings 
under section -34 of the Act shall be as follows: 

(1) If the third party on whom a notice has been served desires 
to dispute the plaintiff s claims in the suit as against the defendant on whose 
behalf the notice has been given , or his own liability to the defendant, the 
third party may enter appearance in the suit on or before the date fixed for his 
appearance in the notice. If he does not enter appearance he shall be deemed 
to admit the validity ofthedecree that may be obtained against such defendant, 
whether by consent or otherwise , and his own liability to contribute or 
indemnify as the case may be, to the extent claimed in the third party notice, 
provided always that a person so served and failing to appear may apply to 
the Village Court for leave to appear, and such leave may be given upon 
such terms, if any, as the Village Court shall think fit. 

( 2) Where the third party does not enter appearance in the suit and 
the suit is decreed by consent or otherwise in favour of the plaintiff , the Village 
Court may pass such decree as the nature of the case may require, against the 
third -party and in favour of the defendant on whose behalf notice was issued : 

Provided that execution thereof shall not be issued without leave of the 
Village Court until after satisfaction by such defendant of the decree against 
him . 

( 3) If the third party enters appearance, the defendant on whose 
behalf notice was issued may apply to the Village Court for directions and the 
Village Court may, if satisfied that there is a question to be tried as to the 
liability of the third party to make the contribution or pay the indemnity 
claimed , in whole or in part, order the question of such liability, as between 
the third party and the defendant giving the notice,to be tried in such manner, 
at or after the trial of the suit, as the Village Courtmay direct ; and , if not so 
satisfied , may pass such decree or order as the nature of the case may require, 

(4 ) The Village Courtmay, upon the hearing of the application men 
ioned in sub -rule 3, give the third party liberty to defend the suit upon such 
terms asmay be just, or to appear at the trial and take such part therein as may 
be just and generally may order such proceedings to be taken , documents to 
be delivered or amendments to be made, and give such directions as appear 
proper for the most convenient determination of the question or questions 
in issue, and as to the mode in which and the extent to which the third party 
shall be bound or made liable by the decree in the suit . 
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(5 ) The Village Courtmay decide all questions of costs, as between 
thethird party and the other parties to the suit, and may order anyone or more 
of the parties to pay the costs ofanyother party or parties or give such directions 
as to costs as the justice ofthe case may require . 

54. Summons to witness. --The summons under section 37 of the Act to a 
witness shall be in Form No. 29. 

55. Service of summons to witnesses. residing outside the jurisdiction of a Village 
Court:—The summons to a witness residing outside the jurisdiction of a 
Village Court may be served 

(1) in any of the manner prescribed for the service of summons on 
defendants ; or 

(2 ) by delivering to the party applying for such suinmons for making 
service on the witness . 

56. Authorisation under section 41. - The authorisation under section 41 of 
the Act need notbe in writing . The chairman may orally authorise anymem 
ber to take down the deposition . 

57. Notice under section 45.-- Notice to parties regarding amendment of 
decree so as to correct any clerical or arithmetical error under section 45 of 
the Act shall be in Form No. 30 . 

58. Execution of decrees under section 46.- Decrees shall be executed only on 
the application of the decreeholder. The application shall be in Form No.31. 

59. Notice under section 49. - Notice to decree holder under section 49 of 
the Act shall be in Form No. 32 and shall be affixed in the notice board of the 
village court. 

60. Judgement debtors to be detained in civil prison. - Judgementdebtors arrested 
under section 50 or section 51 of the Act may be detained in the nearest civil 
prison . 

61. Notice to judgement-debtor under section 56.- Notice to judgement debtor 
under sub - section (1 ) of section 56 of the Act to show cause against detention 
in civil prison shall be in Form No. 33. 

62. Warrant for arrest of judgement-debtor under section 56 (2 ) --The warrant 
ofarrest under sub -section (2) of section 56 of the Act shall be in Form No. 34 . 

63. Officer to whom payment under section 58 (4) bemade.- Payment ofmoney 
for the subsistance and the cost of conveyance of the judgement-debtor under 
sub-section (4 ) of section 58 of hc Act and fee for bedding of the prisoner shall 
be made to the Chief Ministerial Officer , by the decree holder. 

64. Expense for the travelling, subsistence and escort of judgement debtors.--Expense 
for the travelling, escort and subsistence allowance of the judgement debtor 
shall be paid in advance at such rates as are applicable to the civil prisoners 
under the Code of the Civil Procedure 1908 by the decree holder to the Village 
Court . 

65. Warrant of committal.- The warrant of committal of the judgement 
debtor shall be in Form No. 35 . 

66. Written proclamation of sale.-- The written proclamation of intended sale 
under section 68 of the Act shall be in Form No. 36 . 
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67. Adjournment or stoppage of sale.- (1) The Village Court may, in its discre 
tion, adjourn any sale to a specified day and hour, and the officer conducting 
any such sale máy in his discretion adjourn the sale, recording his reasons for 
such adjournment : 

Provided that, where the sale is made in , or within the precincts of, the 
Court-house, no such adjournment shall be made without the leave of the 
Village Court. 

(2) Where a sale is adjourned under sub -rule (1) for a longer period 
than thirty days, a fresh proclamation shall be made, unless the judgement 
debtor consents to waive it . 

(3) Every sale shall be stopped if, before the lot is knocked down, the 
debt and costs (including the costs of the sale ) are tendered to the officer con 
ducting the sale , or proof is given to his satisfaction that the amount of such 
debt and costs has been paid into the Village Court which ordered the sale. 

68. Receipl for purchase money.-- The receipt under sub -section ( 2) of section 
69 ofthe Act shall be in Form No. 37. It shall be signed by the Chairman or 
in his absence by the senior member, and stamped when necessary. The cost 
of the stamp in such cases shall be borne by the purchaser . 

69. Notice prohibiting delivery of possession. - Notice under section 75 of the 
Act to the person in possession of the property sold shall be in Form No. 38 . 

70. Notice impleading legal representatives.- Notice impleading legal represen 
tatives of deceased parties under section 77 of the Act shallbe in Form No: 39. 

71. Notice to judgement-debtor regarding substitution of legal representative of decree 
holder. - Notice to the judgement-debtor regarding substitution of the legal 
representative of the deceased decree holder under section 80 of the Act shall be 
in Form No. 40 . 

72. Notice regarding "revision by the Munsiff. - Notice regarding revision by 
Munsiff under Section 83 of the Act shall be in Form No. 41. 

73. " Provisions of the Civl Rules of Practice to apply . - In matters not herein 
specifically provided for, the Village Courts shall follow as nearly as may be 
the practice and procedure prescribed in the Civil Rules of Practice. 

74. Authentication of Processes. - The Chief Ministerial Officers of the Village 
Courts shall sign all processes . 

CHAPTER VI 

Trial of Criminal Cases 
75. Substance of the complaint etc., to be explained to the accused . - If on the day 
fixed for hearing, the accused is present the Chairman or the member presiding 
shall explain to theaccused the substance of the complaint or the report of the 
police , as the case may be,and thenature ofthe offence with which he is charged 
and ask him if he admits or denies the charge . 

76. Procedure on pleading guilly -If the accused pleads guilty to the charge 
the Village Court shall convict him and sentence him according to law . 

77. procedure when accused does not admit the guilt. - If the accused pleads not 
guilty or declines to plead the Village Court shall proceed to examine the 
complainant, if any, the witnesses for the prosecution and then the witnesses of 
the accused . 
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78. Summoning ofwitnesses. --TheVillage Courtmay on the request of the 
complainant or the accused issue summons for the attendance of witnesses . 
The Village Court may also summon and examine persons whose evidence 
appears to it to be essential to the just decision of the case . 

79. Final order of the Villages , Court.-- If the Village Court upon taking the 
evidence referred to in rule , 77, and such further evidence , if any, as it may of 
its own motion cause to be produced and if it thinks fit examining the accused , 
finds the accused not guilty, itshall record an order of acquittal. If the Village 
Court finds the accused guilty it shall pass sentence on him according to law . 

80. Acquittal at previous stage.-- Nothing in rule 79 shall be deemed to prevent 
the Village Court from acquitting the accused at any previous stage, if , for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, it is of opinion that no case has been 
made out. 

81. Right of Village, Court to interrogate the accused .-- For the purpose of ena 
bling the accused to explain any circumstances appearing in the evidence 
against him , the Village Court may atany stage of the trial put such questions 
to him , as it considers necessary and shall for the purpose aforesaid, question 
him generally on the case after the witnesses for the prosecution have been 
examined and before he is called on for his defence. No oath shall be admini 
stered to the accused . The answers given by the accused may be taken into 
consideration in such trial. 

82. Immunity of accused in refusing to answer etc. - The accused shall not render 
himself liable to punishmentby refusing to answer such questions or by giving 
false answers to them but the Village Court may draw such inference from such 
refusal or answers as it thinks fit . 

83. Accused to be competent witness. - Any person accused of an offence before 
a Village Court shall be a competent witness for the defence and may give 
evidence on oath in disproof of the charges made against him or any person 
charged together with him at thesame trial: 

Provided that 
(a) he shallnot be called as a witness except on his own request in 

writing ; or 
(b ) his failure to give evidence shall not be made the subject of any 

comment by any of the parties or the Village Court or give rise 
to any presumption against himself or any person charged 

together with him at the same trial. 
84. Bond for appearance . The bond to be executed by the accused under 
sub -section 3 of section 96 of the Act for appearance before the Village Court 
shall be in Form No. 42. 

85. Bond for keeping the peace etc. The bond under clause (b ) of Section 99 
of the Act under which an offender may be released on probation of good con 
duct shall be in Form No. 43. 

86. Summons to a witness. - The summons under section 102 of the Act to a 
witness shall be in Form No. 44 . 

87. Summons to the accused. - Summons to theaccused under section 96 of the 
Act shall be in Form No. 45 , 
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88. Withdrawal of complaint and compounding of offences. - A complainant 
shall be at liberty to withdraw his complaintor compound it with the accused 
person at any stage with the permission of the Village Court. Withdrawal 
or composition of an offence shall have the effect of an acquittal of the 
accused . 

CHAPTER VII 
Administrative Controlover Village Courts 
89. (1) . The Registrar shall conduct annual inspection of the Village 
Courts. 

(2) He shall have powers of supervision , control and inspection over 
Village Courts and to call for returns from them .
